TERROR PLOT? 


College student 
charged in conspiracy 
involving mall attacks

BOSTON A pharmacy college graduate 
made a defiant appearance in federal court 
Wednesday, hours after being charged with 
conspiring with two other men in a terror 
plot to kill two prominent US. politicians and 
carry out a holy war by attacking shoppers in 
US. malls and American troops in Iraq. 

Authorities say the men’s plans—in 
which they used code words like “peanut 
butter and jelly” for fighting in Somalia and 
“culinary school” for terrorist camps —were 
thwarted in part when they could not find 
training and were unable to buy automatic 
weapons, authorities said. 

Tarek Mehanna, 27, was arrested 
Wednesday morning at his parents’ home 
in Sudbury, an upscale suburb 20 miles west 
of Boston, and appeared for a brief hearing

later in the day. When ordered by the judge 
to stand to hear the charge against him, 
he refused. He finally did stand—tossing 
his chair loudly to the floor—only after his 
father urged him to do so. 

“This really, really is a show,” his father, 
Ahmed Mehanna, said afterward. When 
asked if he believed the charges against his 
son, he said, “No, definitely not.” 

Prosecutors say Tarek Mehanna worked 


with two men from 2001 to May 2008 on 
the conspiracy to “kill, kidnap, maim or 
injure” soldiers and two politicians who 
were members of the executive branch but 
are no longer in office. Authorities refused 
to identify the politicians. 

Mehanna—a _— graduate of the 
Massachusetts College of Pharmacy 
in Boston, where his father is a profes- 
sor—conspired with Ahmad Abousamra, 
who authorities say is now in Syria, and an 
unnamed man, who is cooperating in the 
investigation, according to authorities. 

The three men often discussed their 
desire to participate in “violent jihad against 
American interests” and talked about “their 
desire to die on the battlefield,” prosecutors 
said. But when they were unable to join ter- 
ror groups in Iraq, Yemen and Pakistan, they 
found inspiration in the Washington-area 
sniper shootings and turned their interests 
to domestic terror pursuits while they plot- 
ted the attack on shopping malls, authori- 
ties said.

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SWINE FLU, REGULAR FLU, WHATEVER— 
WHAT YOU NEED TO KNOW ABOUT STAYING 
HEALTHY AS VACCINES COME TO CHICAGO

After waiting patiently for half-an-hour, James 
Thomson rolled up his sleeve and took a shot 
at staying healthy this flu season. Thomson, 23, 
was one of dozens of people who got a flu vac- 
cination at Broadway Armory Park, a Chicago 
Park District recreation facility in Edgewater, 
ona recent Thursday morning. 

Thomson said he’s been vaccinated for the flu 
more than a dozen times over his lifetime —his 
mom is a nurse—and he’s never caught the bug. 
He said he plans to get vaccinated for H1Nt1, 
known commonly as “swine flu,” when the vac- 
cine becomes available. 

Chicago hospitals received the first swine flu 
vaccine doses earlier this month for health care 
workers and children. Beginning Saturday morn- 
ing, city residents will be able to get free swine 
flu shots at six city college locations for the rest 
of flu season, according to the Tribune. 

“It’s better to be safe than sorry,” said 
Thomson, of Edgewater. “I rather grab the vac- 
cine than find myself out of work for a few days 
because I’m sick.” 

Swine flu has become somewhat feared 
worldwide, thanks in part to the World Health 
Organization declaring it a pandemic—the 
first flu global epidemic in about 40 years. Even 
celebrities are not immune —“Harry Potter” star 
Rupert Grint, Rachel Maddow, Melissa Rycroft 
of “Dancing with the Stars” and Backstreet Boy 
Brian Littrell have said they have been infected. 

Medical experts say this flu is a serious prob- 
lem, especially for people 24 years old and 
younger. Health officials who talked to RedEye 
cautioned that young adults are at a higher risk 
for contracting swine flu because they have less 
immunity than older people who have been 
exposed to flu strains for many years. Also 


young adults—especially college students— 
tend to interact in close quarters with their 
peers, increasing their chances of exposure. 

Because young adults are at high risk, health 
experts say they should be cautious of their con- 
tact with others and take care in their hygiene 
practices. 

“You've really got to do all the precautions 
that you read about,” said Dr. Margaret Lewin, 
medical director of Cinergy Health in New 
York. “You're just going to have to use much 
better hygiene than usual, and if you're sick, 
youre going to have to stay home.” 

Chicagoans should wash their hands regular- 
ly with soap and water, keep their hands away 
from their eyes, nose and mouth, avoid sharing 
glasses and straws, cover their mouths with a 
tissue when coughing and maintain a “social 
distance” — 3 feet or more— from someone who 
is coughing or sneezing, said Sharon Welbel, 
Cook County Health and Hospitals System 
hospital epidemiologist. 

Welbel said it wasn’t necessary to wear a sur- 
gical face mask, which quickly became a symbol 
of the swine flu hysteria in the spring. 

“I think that the possibility of getting this 
infection is a very real possibility for any [young 
person] who didn’t get it in the spring season,” 
Welbel said. “Yes, one could get it, but that doesn’t 
mean that one needs to be frightened about it 
because it’s been a mild disease in most cases.” 

The Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention estimates about 36,000 people die 
of seasonal flu-related causes each year, while 
more than 800 Americans have died from 
swine flu, according to news reports. The dif- 
ference is that the seasonal flu tends to affect 
the elderly and infants while people ages 5 to 
24 have the highest rate of swine flu infection, 
according to the CDC.

student also had a “serious heart condition” 
that “strongly contributed” to her death, 
according to the Tribune. 

To help prevent contracting the virus, Welbel 
said, Chicagoans should follow CDC guidelines 
on swine flu vaccinations. The CDC recom- 
mends people from 6 months old to 24 years old 
receive a swine flu inoculation; those older than 
25 who have chronic health conditions, pregnant 
women, infant caregivers and health workers 
also should be inoculated. The swine flu vaccine 
is a separate shot from the seasonal flu vaccine,

Delays evident as H1N1 
vaccines trickle in

Delays in the delivery of H1Nr flu vaccine 
have forced school districts in the Chicago 
area and elsewhere to postpone or scale back 
inoculations scheduled to begin as early as 
this week for children, one of the virus’ most 
frequent targets and its most prolific carrier. 

Uncertainty over when the vaccine will 
arrive and how much will be available has 
left vaccination programs in limbo and 
raised concerns among some physicians 
and lawmakers that ample supplies of the 
vaccine will not be available in time to stop 
the progression of swine flu, which is rapidly 
spreading through almost every state. 

In some school districts, officials canceled 
clinics after consent forms had been sent 
home to parents. Hundreds of nurses and 
doctors who have volunteered to administer 
vaccines have been placed on standby, and 
officials have had to field calls from parents 
concerned that the vaccine is not available 
either at schools or through their doctors. 

“Tn order to have an impact, we want to 
vaccinate as many students and staff as pos- 
sible,” said Patricia Markham, spokeswom- 
an for Evanston-Skokie School District 65, 
which postponed a voluntary vaccine clinic 
that was to begin Thursday. “Trying to set 
dates without knowing when the vaccine 
will arrive is a great challenge.” 

For months, local health officials and 
the US. Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention have stressed the severity of 
swine flu in young people between the ages 


of 6 months and 24 years and urged them 
to get vaccinated. But with production of 
the HrNr vaccine running behind schedule, 
many health departments, doctors’ offices, 
hospitals and health clinics have received 
little or no vaccine. 

Federal health officials had expected 
more than 40 million doses to be shipped 
out across the country by mid-October. 
But on Wednesday, officials said only about 
24 million doses would be available by the 
end of the month. 

They now say the vaccine should be wide- 
ly available by mid-November. 

The short supply has forced health 
departments and other facilities that have 
received small supplies to ration them care- 
fully, targeting only high-risk groups such as 
pregnant women, people with chronic ill- 
nesses, health-care and emergency workers, 
children and young adults. 

Illinois, which is expected to receive 
about 1.5 million doses this season, has 
received only a total 114,000 doses so far, 
according to health officials. The Chicago 
Department of Public Health, which is eli- 
gible for about 2 million doses, has received 
about 100,000 doses, according to Dr. Julie 
Morita, director of the department’s immu- 
nization program. 

“This is a time for all Chicagoans to be 
patient and think prevention,” she said. “It 
is fair to say that every Chicagoan who wants 
an HiN1 vaccination will be able to get one 
in the weeks and months to come.”

Reluctant to raise taxes, slash services or 
fire workers, Mayor Daley on Wednesday 
pitched a less painful way to steer Chicago 
through the recession—tapping the city’s 
savings accounts and peddling any public 
property that could fetch the right price.

By all accounts, Milton and Ruby McClendon 
knew their Indiana community as well as any- 
one. They attended government meetings, and 
when there was a problem in town, they called 
the mayor on his radio show. 

Now Hammond Mayor Thomas

killings personally. 

Ruby “would call in 
about problems in the 
community—if peo- 
ple were playing loud 
music or breaking the 
law, she wouldn’t stand 
for it,” McDermott said 
Wednesday, a day after 
Hammond  authori- 
ties revealed that the 
parents of CLTV host 
Garrard McClendon 
were shot and killed. 

“They loved 
Hammond. It devas- 
tates me that they died 
here like this. I feel : 
like I’ve failed them,” | 
McDermott said. “Of 
course, me and my RubyMcClendon 
police chief want to 
solve every crime, but 
when you personally know the victims as we 
did, it just gives you that extra motivation.” 

Neighbors and friends stopped by Wednesday 
at the couple’s home in the 1000 block of Field 
Street. The McClendons were one of the 
first African-American families to move to 
Hammond and made it a point to contribute 
to the community, neighbors said. 

They were found shot to death Monday after- 
noon ina forest preserve near Calumet City. An 
autopsy determined Milton McClendon, 78, 
died ofa shot in the head, and Ruby McClendon, 
76, died of multiple gunshot wounds. 

Their bodies were discovered by a walker 
in Wentworth Woods Forest Preserve. Police 
discovered the couple’s 1997 Cadillac Eldorado 
parked on the Dan Ryan Expressway on 
Wednesday morning. A witness said she saw 
two men, one wearing a red, hooded sweatshirt 
and the other carrying a book bag, running 
from the car. 

Hammond Police Chief Brian Miller said his 
officers want to speak with anyone who saw the 
vehicle before it was recovered. He said detec- 
tives were “working to determine” whether the 
couple died at home, but he declined to com- 
ment further.

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CTA reaches deal on parking 
lots, vending machines

to pay with credit cards, debit cards and cell 
phones, as well as cash, next year under an 
agreement with Central Parking System 
Chicago Parking to operate 11 of the agen- 
cy’s 17 parking facilities. 

The company also will maintain all CTA 
parking areas under elevated tracks. Those 


Woman dies in

According to 
U.S. Postal Service spokesman Mark 
Reynolds, British investor Bill Davies 
closed on the property Wednesday. 
Officials refused to disclose the final 
purchase price but did say it was 
lower than Davies’ original $40 mil- 
lion bid.

spaces are leased for monthly fees. 

The five-year contract guarantees the 
CTA will receive $1 million annually or up 
to 49.5 percent of net revenue, whichever is 
greater. 

A previous contract with Standard Parking 
yielded an average of $677,000 a year to the 
CTA from 2004 to 2008, officials said. 

The board also approved a contract with 
Coca-Cola Enterprises to operate soft 
drink-vending machines on CTA property. 
The CTA is estimated to receive more than 
$1.4 million over five years. 

Coca-Cola currently has 271 vending 


machines on CTA property. The machines 
will stay in place as Coca-Cola decides 
whether to add machines, including ones 
that accept credit and debit cards. 

The Coca-Cola contract generated an 
average of $228,000 annually for the CTA 
from 2004 through last year. The new con- 
tract is projected to generate about $283,000 
annually. 

The CTA faces a $300 million budget 
deficit in 2010. Fare hikes, service cuts and 
about 1,100 employee layoffs have been 
proposed to balance the budget unless new 
public funding is identified.

Citywide, there have been 20 homicides 
recorded so far this month, including a fatal car 
crash that killed two people in West Englewood.

Mouth-to-muzzle for pets? 
Most owners would do it 


Most pet owners would leap into action for 
an injured pet, even if it meant risking dog 
breath by going mouth-to-snout. 

That means 58 percent of pet owners — 
63 percent of dog owners and 53 percent of 
cat owners—would be at least somewhat 
likely to perform CPR on their pet in the 
event of a medical emergency, according to 
an Associated Press-Petside.com poll. 

Tammy Parks, 52, of Amherst, Mass., has 
taken a pet first-aid class and wouldn't hesi- 
tate to help her 15-year-old mixed breed ter- 


riers, Lucy and Julia, or her white-fronted 
Amazon parrot Koko. 

“Tt’s not rocket science. The mechanics are 
the same as humans,” said Parks, who was an 
American Red Cross first aid trainer. “Size is 
the biggest difference.” 

In general, though, the poll found few pet 
owners are prepared to handle pet emergen- 
cies. Here are some specifics: 

» 20% have a pet first-aid kit in their home 
» 54% do not have a fire evacuation plan for 
their pets 


» 25% risk injury to their pets by sometimes 
giving them bones from table scraps 
» 62% of dog owners let their dogs ride in 
cars unrestrained instead of in a special pet 
carrier 
» 33% of cat owners choose unrestrained car 
rides over recommended pet carriers 
» 11% sometimes leave pets unattended in a 
vehicle 

The AP-Petside.com poll was conducted 
earlier this month and featured 1,166 pet 
owners nationwide.

Jon Busch can thank two things for his success 
as a goalkeeper: his older brother and his desire 
for punishment. 

When they were kids, Busch’s brother played 
striker and recruited him 
to serve as practice-shot 
fodder. 

“We built a goal in the 
backyard, and for some 
reason, I liked getting the crap beat out of me,” 
Busch said. 

Nowadays, Busch helps the Fire beat the crap 
out of its opponents. 

Busch is in his second year as the starting 
goalkeeper—never “goalie” or “goaltender” — for 
the Fire. He and the rest of the team play their 
last home game Thursday. If they beat Chivas 
USA to make the MLS playoffs, it will be in part 
due to his fast reflexes. More than that, it will 
be because of his field direction, which Busch 
said is the most important part of his game. 

Some goalkeepers prefer to wait for plays to 
come to them and then make flashbulb-explo- 
sion saves. Busch tries to guide the defense to 
break up plays before they reach him. Even 
when the ball isn’t in the Fire’s end, he’s watch- 
ing the other team, telling Chicago defenders 
to watch out for certain players. 

“Our thought process in the back is, espe- 
cially for me, ‘If we lose the ball right now, are 
we OK defensively?’ ” he said. “Not that I don’t 
care what we do offensively, but there are a lot of 
plays where I don’t even know how we scored.” 

Busch works on positioning players and mak- 
ing different saves in practice. But then there’s 
the dreaded penalty kick, where it’s up to the 
goalkeeper alone to protect 192 square feet of 
hungry goal. These confrontations often come 
down to the divine rather than the dive. 

“Pray,” Busch said. “Say a prayer and hope he 
answers it.”

Busch’s approach works because he’s a smaller 
goalkeeper. In “The Science of Soccer,” author 
John Wesson wrote that goalkeepers rarely are 
shorter than 5-foot-10, exactly where Busch is 
listed on his Fire bio. Fire goalkeeper coach 
Daryl Shore said Busch plays “bigger than his 
body,” with a strong vertical leap that helps him 
deal with high shots and crosses. Busch also 
relentlessly works on his technique. 

“Sometimes I have to tell him that we’re 
done, and it’s not easy because if he could, he’d 
stay out there all day, ” Shore said. 

Busch’s work ethic paid off last year when 
he was named the Fire’s MVP and the MLS 
Goalkeeper of the Year. The latter was a 
welcome validation that he had returned to 
form after suffering knee injuries in 2005 and 
2006. No matter how full his trophy case gets 
though, Busch said the day he’s satisfied with 
his performance will be the day he hangs up 
his spikes. 

“T’ve been taught to always try to have that 
perfect game, which, you know, you'll never 
have,” he said. “I’m always kind of shooting 
for that next goal, or that next save, if you will, 
and—maybe I got a problem, I don’t know.” 

It’s a problem—one dating back to sibling 
torment in the back yard—the Fire is happy to 
have.

Playoff pileup 


A few weeks ago, it was almost 
a formality that the Fire would 
make the playoffs. Then the 
team hit a skid, going O-2-4 

in its last six games. Now, it 
must get a result (a win or a 
tie) against Chivas USA on 
Thursday night at Toyota Park 
(7 p.m.) for a guaranteed spot. 

In the MLS, eight teams 
make the playoffs: the top two 
teams in each conference, and 
the four next best teams from 
either conference. As it stands, 
seven teams—four from the 
East, three from the West—are 
fighting for three spots in the 
Eastern Conference. Whew

It figures 
to have a dizzying number 
of scenarios, and we'd need 
to bring in some statisticians 
from the University of Chicago 
to figure the thing out.

Barnes & Noble unveils 
electronic book reader

Barnes & Noble this week took the wraps off an 
electronic book reader, dubbed “nook.” 

Anyone who has read Dr. Seuss’ “One Fish 
‘Two Fish Red Fish Blue Fish” will recall Theodor 
Geisel’s Nook who took a look at the book on 
a hook. 

For Barnes & Noble’s $259 device, the hook 
is its ability to let users lend their books to their 
friends for up to 14 days at a time. Using the 
LendMe feature, nook owners can send a copy 
of their digital titles to their friends’ iPhone, 
iPod Touch, BlackBerry or computer. 

The second hook: The nook marries a gray- 
scale E Ink screen, which is standard with other 
digital readers such as the Sony Reader or the 
Kindle, with a separate color touch screen 
below the E Ink display. As with the Kindle 
and the upcoming Sony Daily Edition, nook 
lets shoppers browse and buy books, newspa- 
pers and magazines wirelessly, and without a 
computer, by hopping on AT&T’s cell phone 
network.
